Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3,12 and 14-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
either taken singularly or in combination fail to disclose the invention as claimed. In particular 
reference to Bureau et al. (US 2002/0088246) is the closest prior art but fail to disclose that in a 
first of the end regions, first and second openings for the circulation of the first fluid in the two 
directions respectively, and a third opening for the circulation of the second fluid in the first 
direction, and in the second of the second end regions, a fourth opening for the circulation of the 
second fluid in the second direction, in combination with other limitation in the claims. .
